The com- 
plainant lives with his brother, Samuel Ca- 
hill, at 4104 Weat Adams street, He is 60 
years old, 

Cahill’ prberts. he says, tholatiee talent y 
bonds of!the United States Realty and Im- 
provement company worth $1,000 each, stock 
in the Tdrminal Hotel company of Boston, 
Mass., valued at $1,600, and property in Bv- 
anston worth $26,000. A year ago, he says, 
Mrs. Phigter went to live with him at his 
home, thén in Forest avenue, Evanston, 

Later, he says, she complained to him that 
their residence in Evanston was larger than 
was necessary and urged him to)sell, He 
ylelded and rented the apartment in Sheri- 
dan road.’ Then, he asserts, his sister urged 
him to deposit the money received from the 
sale of the Evanston property in her name, 
declaring; that it would be more cdanvenient, 
as she would then be in a position to draw 
the hecessary money to pay for household 
necessities without compelling him-to make 
trips to the bank. 

Having confidence in her integrity, Cahill 
avers, he conserited and deposited $26,000 in 
the Coloriial Trust and Savings bank in the 
name of his sister. A condition, fe says, he 
exacted was that;no money should be drawn 
except with his consend. About Aug. 15, the 
complainant declares, the defendant sug- 
gested to him that he rent a safety deposit 
box, and he did so, giving one of the two keys 
to Mrs. Phister. He says he deposited stocks 
and bonds worth $21,600 in the box; Shortly 
afterward, he charges, his key disappeared, 
and he believes Mrs. Phister has taken it.
